Republicanism in the North- 
oast cares but little for the farmer, 
because the farming is not the 
prominent interest of the coun- 
try. The intbieneo^ot the North- 
oast is so much greater than that 
of the Northwest, whose farm- 
ing is the principal interest, that 
Northeastern Republicanism can 
manage Northwestern Kepnhli 
canism without making any con- 
cessions to it. 

The stronghold of the farmer's 
interest is in the South, and l>e- 
mocracy, tho domincnt party of 
the South, ought to bo the party 
ot tho farmer.

I talked with men in that Farm- 
Alliance who were as radically op-
